The Famed Blue Bucket Mine Baid
to be Among the Heeent
Discoveries,
Harney Times,

The mountains are fall of men, The ex-
citement is spreading and wagonloads of
eager men are coming into Harney City
daily, from distant localities, The wildest
romors are afloat of great banks of gold
dust being found. Itie with the greatest
care that the news gatherers can separate
the true from the false reporte: The dis-
coveries are rich enongh without any ex-
aggeration. ’
Gold has been found in paying quantities
in three gulches on Trout creek. On the
Harney Uity side rich claims have been
located on Soldier creek, Rattlesnake, Cof-
feepot and Cow creek,
It is authoratively stated that the long
lost Blue Backet mine has been discovered
in what is known as the Peter Mortimer
canyon northeast of Hamey City. It ap-
pears that an old prospector named White
has been tracing the old emigrant trail
through from Snake river, and found the
graye of a woman who died a little oyer a
day's drive from the famous Blue Bucket
gold discovery.

Bill Catterson, Ike
Miller, Bob Copeland and Scotty Hayes
scattered their notices down the canyon
and began prospecting. As expected the

TELEGRAPHIC NEWS,

Mississippl River Disaster.
Vickssura, Miss,, Oct, 20.—By the
burning of the fine steamer Oliver Bierne
at Milhken's Bend landing at an early
hour this morning, thirteen lives are

known to have been lost, and it is feared
more. The boat laid up at the landiog
sbout midoight. She had quite & num-
ber of cabin passengers, and over 200
“deckics” and a pumber of men, en route
to the various levee works. There was a
lot of cotton to be landed and loaded.
The mate had trouble with the roust-
abouts and a number of them quit work,
after which the mate hired white men.
This enrsged the negroes. who made
other threats sgeinst the mate and boat,
At 8:30 o’cloek an alsrm of fire was sud-
denly sounded, and before any one was
aware the boat was aflame. The blaze
originated on the lower deck, from what
cause is not known, and, communicating
to the dry colton, was soon burning with
great fierceness. The crew of the boat
were aroused, and, with the passengers
who were awake, gave the alarm to those
who were ssleep. A rush was immedi-
ately made for the forward part of the
boat, and many got off in safety, but that
avenue of escape and others were cut off,
and the unfortunate passengers and crew
were forced to plunge into the water.
The crew of the doat displayed commen-
dable coolness, and every effort was made
to rescae those who had oot reached the
shore. - Chief Eungineer Ed Burd, laun-
ched the yawl of the boat, and he, with
other men, succeeded in pickingup many
of the strugghmg unfortunates in the
water. Some, bowever, were beyond
reach, and were either burned to death,
or sank beneath the water to rise mo
maore. When the alarm was communi-
cated to the people of Milliken's Bend
the bank of the river was soon crowded
with the villdgers, who assisted in the
work of rescue and hospitality, acd
threw open their homes to the survivors.
A message from Milliken's Bend gives
the following nsmes as those who per-
Ished 1n the disaster:

Two children of Dr. Worrsll, of Baton
Rouge; Sam Entricker, son of Valentine
Entricken, of New Orleans; two cham-
bermuaids, names unknown; = Miss
Adums, of Omaba; Mris. Woolridge of
New Orleans; Mrs. Frazer's nurse;five
cabin boys and a number of roustabouts.

A Ghost Stery,
Jacesosvivy, Ill., Oct, 20.—Late last
night & watchman and three other em-
ployes of the Jacksonville & South-
eastern railway saw one of the big
locomotives glide out of the roundhouse,
croas the turntable and started down the
main line. They ran after it, but it was
going so fast they did not dare to try to
board 1t, thoogh they saw there was no
one on 1t. When the main line was
reached the engine wkistled and dis-
appeared down the track at a ternfic
speed. Pisgah was wired te clear the
track. A north-bound freight was side-
tracked as the headlight of the wild
eogine came in wview. 'I'he truant
whistled, the bell rang, and the engine
stopped directly in froot of the station.
The railroad men watched the engine
frem the moment it came in view. They
saw no one get off, and when they jumped
on board the throttle was found closed
and steam was up sufficient to ron twenty
miles farther. The engine ran the tyelve
miles in ten minutes. The railroad men
believe that the ghost of an engineer re-
cently killed on the road was in the cab.
